HE KING'S VISIT TO VIENNA,-—King

ticularly cordial. The capital was gay with bunting, 
and a novelty in decoration wasa huge baldaquin, erected 
on the station platform in English and Austrian colours, 
beneath which the two rulers greeted each other. This 
visit—which was the first ever paid to Vienna by a British 
monarch—has given the liveliest satisfaction in Austria, 
and has strengthened the friendly relations that have 
always existed between the two nations“ "The Austrian 
Emperor will, it is arranged, return the visit by coming to 
England next year. The King was due to arrive at Port 
Vietoria on Sept. 4, and to proceed to London by special 
train. 


The Royal Dublin Horse Show.—Despite the 
unsettled weather, Dublin’s famous horse show proved as 
popular an attraction as ever this year, The publie 
uttended in their thousands, while rank and fashion filled 
th » enclosures to witness the jumping and driving contests, 
and the parade of prize-winning animals. On the second 
day of the show the Lord Lieutenant and Countess Dudley 
4nd the Duke of Connaught arrived in state, The Vice- 
regal party included a host of notabilities, among them 
the Esl and Countess of Coventry, the Earl of Sefton, and 
the Marquis and Marchioness of Waterford. The guard 
of honour was formed by the Warwickshire Regiment, and 
the 21st Lane rs а the cavalry escort. On the 
vpeniug day of the show the receipts exceeded those 
ot last year by £65; but on the seeond day there 
was а decresse Of £500 as compared with 1902. e con- 
cluding day's record was rather remarkable, inasmuch as 
there was only a difference of two between the figures and 
those for the corresponding day of last year's show.

The Macedonian Disturbances,—The insurree- 
tionary movement im the Balkans continues to grow. 
News of battles, wholesale atrocities, and dynamite out- 

es comes in almost hourly. From Salonica it is 
reported that the Turkish troops have been wreaking 
vengeance in Monastir by village-burning. Anarchy is 
said to reign supreme, the troops being entirely out of 
control, The insurgents are every where holding their own. 
A band of them surprised the village of Setina, and are 
said to have killed two hundred soldiers. Famine is 
imminent, the abundant erops having been mostly destroyed 
by the vast army. Over 800,000 inhabitants have to be 
provided for already, and many Greeks are joining the 
insargents in despair. PT 

Death of a Centenarian Viscountess. — 
Viseountess Glentworth, who died at Marham Hall, near 
Sandringham, after a short illness. only recently celebrated 
her one hundredth birthday, having been born in Jondon 
on May 26, 1803. Until the end the venerable lady enjoyed 
the full use of her faculties, her memory remaining wonder- 
fully clear. Lady Glentworth livei in the reigns of five 
British monarchs, and on her marriage was presented to 
King Willium IV. She witnessed the march-past of the 
Life Guards prior to their leaving London to take part in 
the Battle of Waterloo, and she was also present at the 
eoronation of Queen Victoria. 


The Great Yacht Race.—Aíter losing two races 
and saving the third merely by a “fluke,” as he termed it, 
Sir Thomas Lipton, according to the cabled reports, had his 
sonfidence in Shamrock JII. completely shaken. A beautiful 
yacht she is, he still declares, but, as compared to the 
Reliance, ** not in the same street’ when it comes to a race. 
Sir Thomas looks upon Mr. Herreshoff, the designer of the 
Reliance, as a wonder. “When England produces a | 
Herreshoff I will re-challenge for the Cup, but it is evidently 
a question of brains. Herreshoff is a wizard, and Great 
Britain has no yacht-designer who is his equal." The 
contest on Monday ended in “no ruce,” the Reliance at the 
expiration of the time limit having a long leaá. 


Military Train Disaster in Italy.—A terrible 
disaster bas marked the opening of the grand military 
manœuvres in Italy A train conveying six hundred 
soldiers to Treviso collided with a goods train with such 
terrifle force that both trains were teleseoped. Twenty 
soldiers were killed outright, and nearly a hundred injured. | 
When the two engines met a fearful panic ensued, and а 
chorus of shrieks and eries from the wounded arose from 
the wreckage. Great difficulty was experienced in extri- 
eating the injured from the débris, and all through the 
night there was a constant procession of ambul ance- bearers 
to the hospital. On learning of the accident, the King and | 
Queen of Italy immediately made their way to the scene 
of the disaster on a motor-cay. Their Majesties were 
grief-stricken at the sight which met their gaze. King 
Victor personally directed the work of first aid to the 


injured. So fer as can be gathered, the smash was caused 
by a blunder on,the part of the guard of the military train, 
who, it is said, left Pasiano before reeeiving orders to do so 
from the stationmaster. 


Honeymoon Fragedy in the Alps.—The Rev. 
S. Hartley, Vicar of Exton, Rutland, met with a tragic fute 
while spending his honeymoon in Switzerland. Accom- 
panied by two guides named Platz and Schnitzler, Mr. 
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lying close together, and Mr. Hartley's face looked peaceful 
as i death had been instantaneous, He was only thirty 
years of age, 


The Missing Lady Doctor.—The interest in the 
remarkable disappearance of Miss Hickmun remains 
unabated, and search both by police and amateur 
detectives continues night and day, though for lack of new 
material the newspa accounts become more et 
daily. Numberless; theories have been put forward, but 
as yet none has had any tangible result. The police 
indeed have reverted once more to one of the earliest 
clues—namely, that based on the account of Mr. Morris, 
the Clapham Road ironmonger; who asserts that Mi 
Hickman (or, rather, a lady very much like her) purchased 
a spirit-lamp from him. A sketch of his shop, tozether 
with several other sketches connected with the case 
appears on page 153. 

Nurse Inherits a Fortune.—A young Paisley 
lady, named Miss. Maggie Love, is reported to have 
inherited a considerable fortune under romantic circum- 
stances. Some time ago Mr. Alexander Wyness, a Jaw 
student in Glasgow, was stricken with smallpox. Mis 
Love was called m to nurse him, and an affection springing 
up between them, the patient asked bis nurse to marry him. 
She agreed to do so as soon as his recovery was complete 
Unfortunately, Mr. Wyness had a relapse, and eventualiy 
he died ; but before the end he made a will bequeathing to 
Miss Love £24,000 in money, together with an estate in 
Warwickshire which produces an annual income of £3000. 


Capture of a Notorious Prison - Breaker. 
After being at large for just under twelve months, James 
Lynchehaun, the Irish conviet who last year esea: from 
Maryborough Prison, has been arrested in the United 
States. Tried at Castlebur Assizes for attempted murder, 
Lynchebaun was in July 1895 sentenced to penal servitude 
forlife. On the night of Sept. 6, 1902, while confined in Mary- 
borough Prison, he destroyed the lock of his cell and altered 
the automatic indicator so as to deceive the warders. He then 
got оп to the roof, and by means of a drain-pipe, a repe, 
and two plunks scaled the outer wall, twenty-eight feet 
high, and disappeared. From that time until his present 
arrest nothing could be heard of him. A substantial 
reward was offered for his capture, and photographs and 
full descriptions of him were cireulated throughout the king- 
dom-all to no purpose. Many persons were arrested 
because of a more or less remote likeness which they bore 
to Lynehehaun. One of these wasan English clergyman ; 
while another wax positively identified by a Maryborough 
Warder as being the wanted man, and was only released on 

roving that he was an ex-soldier who had served in the 

uth African War. For several months past the search 
for Lynchehaun on this side of the Atlantic had been 
abandoned. 


Fatal Figrt Between Convicts.—A_ fight, 
attended with fatal results, occurred at Borstal Prisun 
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Hartley started to climb the Crast Aguezza,a peak over 
4000 yards high. The party were continuing the ascent 
from the second platte, when suddenly, while cautiously 
crossing а dangerous ridge, the leading guide—Schnitzler 

heard a shout and felt a violent jerk on the rope, He was 
thrown down and dragged along ; but, coming toa boulder, 
clung to it for his life. Iteappears that the rope was 
severed on a jagged ridze; and Mr. Hartley and the second 
guide were hurled over the side of the yrecipice and fell upon 
the glacier 500 ft. beneath. Schnitzler, who was badly hurt, 
managed to crawl to the Boval Hut, where Mrs. Hartley was 
awaiting the return of her husband. Rescue parties were 
at once sent out, and after a fourteen hours’ search the 
bodies of the two victims were recovered. ‘They were 
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between iwo convicts named Wiliam Pennington, alias 

Tom Kendal, and William Pickett. At the inquest held 

on Pennington, it was stated that the two men were 

attached to а gang workiug at Fort Borstal under the 
charge of Warder King. Pennington challenged Pickett, 
and a fight ensued. During the fight—which wus described 
ав a perfectly fair one by several con¥ict witnesses 
| Pennington fell to the ground and died om removal to the 
hospital. The warder stated that he could not leave his 
post to separate the combatants, as it would have been 
1 nst orders.

On a recent occasion, at a country wedding, the 
bridesmaids carried bouquets of Amhunciation 
lilies, which must have looked very pretty with 
their dresses of- cream silk and cream hats 
trimmed with rosettes of pale-green silk. 

As I have not «ny fashions to write about nt 
this time of the year, I think a few recipes 
for dishes that are seasonable for August und 
September wil be welcome to the house- 
wife who. is at the sen-ide with her family. 
The majority pA housekeepers know what a 
“Roman pie’ but too often the cook does 
not turn it out тори and if not well made 
it is very bad indeed. 


Here is a Good Recipe. 

The ingredients are three-quarters of a pound 
of good short crust; two ounces of vermicelli; 

one pound of cooked veal, or a cold chicken 
with the large bones taken out and cut 
into meat but not scrappy pieces, the same 
with the veal; quarter of a pound of cooked 
ham, also neatly cut; half a teaspoonful of 
lemon rind; one ditto of Parmesan cheese, 
salt, pepper, and a little nutmeg, and quarter of 
a pint of good white stock or sauce, with a little 
cream added, if convenient. Well butter a pie- 
dish ; line it all through with the crust. Dut 
the vermicelli into a pam of fast-boiling salted 
water and boil until tender; drain it well. Put 
a layer of the vermicelli in the dish, pressing’ it 
well round the sides so that it lines the pastry ; 
next put in the veal or chicken and the ham— 
neatly cut, as I have snid—seasoning it now and 
then with the grated cheese, lemon rind, and 
the salt, etc. When-the dish is full pour in the 
sauce. Then roll out the rest of the pastry and 
cover the top over as you would an ordinary 
ment-pie; wet the edges and join them care- 
fully. This pie is excellent hot or cold. It 
should be baked iu a fairly quick oven. 

Of course it is horribly cruel to boil lobstersnlive, 
and some people add to the horror by putting 
them on the fire in cold water and allowing it to 
boil. Strange that the good people who make 
such a fuss about vivisection can allow such 
barbarity to take place unchecked! А long, 
sharp-pointed knife plunged crossways through 
the third joint from the tail will kill the fish at 
once; it should then be put into boiling water 
and boiled from twenty to twenty-five minutes, 
according to size.

BA Harmer and Gardener, 


Cabbages All the Year Round. 
S s HIBBERD. a gardener I never tire 


of quoting—for from his excellent mmnual on 

table nn" I had my first lessons, and 

earnt the little I know of horticulture—usea to 

argue that the cabbage is a crop which may be 

| eruployed at almost any season to fill up gaps and keep up 
the supply of vegetables, or to take the 4 lace of any crop 
of we there happens to be a failure. here there is n 
great demand upon the vegetable garden, the cultivators

should always have at hand a few young plants to keep up 
п succession to meet emergencies. It is good practice to 
sow a pinch of cabbage of some kind evéry month all the 
year round, except, perhaps, from November to January ; 

and even in those months a few frames may be usefully 
employed to raise seedling cabbages where there is a great 
demand for vegetables, as in the vicinity to towns, and 
with those who grow for sale. If monthly sowing is too 
much trouble, there should be two or three main sowings 
to keep up a constant supply, though it is from September 
to the end of May thut cabbages are most in request, the 
summer ow ur of peas, beans, marrows, etc, being 
generally sufficient in the intervening months to render 
cabbage at that period comparatively useless. Savoy, by 
the way, should be sown in Februs ary and March in а warm 
situation for early use, and again in May for general crop. 


Spring Cabbages. 


The July sowing of these useful market-garden vegetables 
will soon be течӣу for transference to their permanent 
quarters, the Market Gardener, Asa rule, where the 
earliest batch, of cabbage comes from this sowing, it will be 
one of the small-growing varieties, such as Flower of Spring 
» Elam's Early. We like these ourselves, as they ean 

lanted so much closer together than the larger sorts, 
кі as Enfield Market, Early York, Sugarloaf, Imperial, 
and re which we prefer for August sowings. Lan! 
that has been down to the early potato crop, peas, or brood 
beans will come in well for this planting. If it isatall poor 
it should receive a dressing of well-composted manure. 
twelve to fifteen tons to the acre. This should be ploughed 
or dug in, and if the weather will admit, the havrows shoult 
be run through the land to make it level. Also, if the land 
is dry and light, let the wooden roller be run over. Mark 
out the land with the marking-inachine in rows at 12 in. to 
14 in, apart, going over the land in both directions at tii 
same distance. Bow over the field before pus 4cwt 
salt to the acre, or, if it can be obtained, 20-bushels of soot 
and 2 ewt. of salt, mixed, per aere. Carry out the plants and

intersect, the men coming on and planting with the dibber 
in the usual way. These can be planted in some districts 
from 1s. 6d. to 1s. Sd, per 1000, piecework, and where men 
are expert they do very well at it, too.
